The Man Who Didn’t Vote. 


The following clipping from the 8t. 
Louis Globe-Democrat has been sent us 
by a former Andover man, with a re- 
quest to publish it: 

When the roll was calléd on, the final 
passage of the Wilson bill fn the House 
there was one Democratic member who |: 
failed to answer to his name. He was 
in his seat, but he remained silent. His 
view of duty to his party restrained 
him from voting directly against the 
measure, and his view of duty to his 
country would not let him vote for it. 
The individual in question was Mr. 
Stevens, of Massachusetts. He is a 
member of‘the Ways and Means. Com- 
-mittee,.and helped. to. frame. the bill 
that he didn’t vote for when the vital 
test_came. The country is familiar 
with his name as that of a vigorous and | 
persistont advocate of tariff reform—a 
Democrat who has never missed an op- 
‘portunity to denounce protection as a 
aystem of legalized fraud and robbery. 
Why, then, did "he keep his mouth 
tightly ghut when the chance was pre- 
sented to vote as he has so long been 
talking? The answer to this question 
4s interesting and significant. It is to. 

the effect that Mr; Stevens, besides be- 
sides being a politician and a Congress- 
facturing business, and he “haa been 
obliged to close his mills on account of 
the prevailing depression. Thus the 
matter has been brought home to him 
in a practical way, and he has seen ‘a 
new light, so to speak. He is.stilla 
tariff reformer in theory, perhaps,”but 
‘heis no-tongera-higetupon.the..subs. 
ject. Personal experience has taught 
him a lesson that-makes-his free-trade 
philosophy a miserable mockery. 

_ This case is directly in point as show- 
ing hdw facts upset doctrines and spec- 
ulations in political economy. Mr. Ste- 
vens has been confronted by a condi- 
tion.instead of a theory, and the" result 
is that his better judgment detaches 
him from the support of a measure that 
is “manifestly calculated -to- cripple 
American manufactuaing interests,and 
to throw a large number of American 


+-workingmet out of employment: It is 


easy to talk about the alleged iniquities 
of protection, and to paint the imagi- 
nary benefits of a contrary policy, in 
glowing colors; but when a man is 
“| brought’ face to face with the actual 
facts in his own business, he finds con- |" 
clusive reason for -refusing-to assist-in 
destroying the advantages that it rep- 
resepts. We are having more object 
lessons of this kind at the present time 
than we have known before since the 
existing tariff: system was originally es- 
tablished. Mr, Stevens is.only one of 
many manufacturers who have been 
compelled to extinguish their furnace 
fires and stop the machinery of their 
mills because of the Democratic pro- 
ject for the wholesale reduction of du- 
ties and the monstrous increase of in- 
ternal taxes. There was no trouble 
until’ this unfortunaté scheme was de- 
vised and put in the way of probable 
| fulfilltitent. Up to that tuff all of our 
industries were in good condition, busi- 
ness of every kind was active and profit- 
able, and there was plenty of work at 
high wages for the whole laboring popu- 
lation.

The Stanhopea represent a singular 
family of orchids growing in tropical 
America from Brazil to Mexico. The 
flowers are_large, and many are singu- 
larly marked. Not a few are quite sweet 
scented. The flowers hang down in di- 
Tectly opposite direction to the leaves, 
They are in their native habitat depend- 
ent from the branches of the trees, and 
in garden cultivation need growing 1m a 
flat basket or in such a manner that the 
flower spike can pass through the moss, 
and the flower can hang below the sup- 
port. Thismethod of growing is natural 
te some other orchids, but in none is itso 
conspicuous as in the Stanhopea. These 
slat baskets are filled in with spagnum 
moss and pieces of rough peat, and on 
no account should the Stanhopea be pot- 
ted as‘ other plants in soil or even in 
flower pots, as the flower spike has a 
downward growth only.

A ROAD OF SOLID SALT. 
Seine 
Eight Miles of Laborious Engineering 
Acrvss the Death Valley. 

The grading a road of solid salt was 
‘until recently an unexpected task in en- 
gineering and is thus described by one 
of its operators: In what-is known as 
Death valley we found a stretch of solid 
@alt about eight miles across. In a sense 
ft was level. There were no hills or val- 
I¢ys. In another sense there wasscarce- 
ly a level square inch on the whole beds, 
for the salt crust had, probably through 
the influence of heat from above end 

_of moisture from below, been torn and 


ridges imaginable. 

They were not high—none more than 
four feet—but there was not a level space 
even for a man’s foot between them, 
Every step made was on a ragged point 
or edge of some kind. The nearest ap- 
proach to anything like that I have ever 
seen was on the ice on Lake Erie, where

The 
Tagged ice masses were somewhat like 
these salt masses. They were larger, but

Then 
the struggle for public funds and favor 
came to issue between roads and canals; 
now it is,between roads and buildings 
and parks, Then the national govern- 
ment built one road, helped. one or two 
others, granted a few charters, and then 
left the matter to the. states in a rush of 
political influences to favor manufactur- 
ers by protective tariffs. As usual the 
merchants and capitalists of the cities 
got the statutes, and the farmers and 
producers got discussions and conten- 
tions and continued to travel in their 
ruts, 

At present there is no available sys- 
tematized knowledge of the roads of our 
country. How many are there? What 
is their mileage? How are-they con- 
| structed? By whom or by what power— 
| individual, corporate, town, city, coun- 
ty, state or nation—are they made and 
controlled? What.do they cost for mak- 
ing and maintenance? Which are good 
| and which are best? What are the sys- 

tems by which they are connected and 

projected to facilitate traffic and pro- 
| mote the development of our land and 

its resources? For these inquiries the 

answers must-wait,. We must first feel 

the need and the spirit of inquiry in this 

direction; then obtain the facts, then 
| collate and systematize them, as in other 
scientific directions. —Outlook.

The-last two weeks before the annual 
‘town meeting usually sees a.culmina- 
tion of. the economical idéas of our cili- 
zens and tax-payers, and as the event- 
ful day. itself appears, the whole energy 
for retrenchment has spent ‘itself in 
anté-town-meeting plaints. The ap- 
-pearances.are.that.this..year.is t0.see.a. 
charge from this usual custom and the 
banner ‘‘Econoemy”’ carried aloft by 
our voters until the last article is dis- 


true economy. : 
Byt we are moved by some of the 


rounds these days to warn our voters 
not'to be misled by a false economy. 
ft isthe false-economy of —years-ago 
that is largely responsible for our pres- 
ent high tax rate, in its ignoring of im- 


provements, its use of trust funds, and 


‘| several other equally questionable ways 


of town government between °70 and 
*80. 

It would be equally false and unwise 
economy to cut off all improvement at 
this time, as some of the mure radical re- 
formers would havedone. Cut “Roads” 
in-half says.one; yes, do,.and-give half 
the work to needy that is now given, 
and stop improvements that have never 
before been so economically obtained. 

Cut “Schools,’”’ says another; easily 
said, and easily done if the town wishes 
to, but Andover has always bee# a 
generous school-master, and it is very 
doubtful if but little can be cut from 
the committee’s estimate without a 
serious crippling of our present efficient 
school organization. ’ 

Cut ‘Town Officers;’’ yes; we think 
this may be possible in some places, 
and a few hundréds saved. But it is 
only a few hundreds that. can be saved 
in any one quarter, and he who would 
put the pruning knife into any one de- 
partment for a Jarger amount should 
first carefully consider the needs, work, 
and results attained in that department. 

Tt také@s $4500 to save a dollar in the 
rate of our taxation, and one such 
amount would’ be a very excellent re- 
sult-of Ate this economy and retrench- 
ment furor. We believe this sum may 
be saved from.-all the sources, but to 
double or treble it as some hope, would 
be to seriously cripple school advance- 
ment, now so well under way, road 
improvement, never so well managed 
before as now, or a general retrench- 
ment 1n other smaller departments that 
could only come back in later years as 


the same kind of false economy as that of | 


-ten years ago, which.1s now. being seen 
in the present condition of affairs, We 
believe it is possible to keep'the rate 
as low as last. year by a careful, wise 
economy. that will not necessarily injure 
the work of any department, but to 
attempt to go lower than that for-this 
year does not seem‘to us wise or prac- 
ticable. 


The Annual Warrant, 

The town warrant has. been drawn 
and is noticeable for its brevity, there 
being but twenty-four articles in all. 
Taking the average cut of years past 
on our annual warrants, the present 
document probably means an appropri- 
ation of about- $110,000 or-a tax rate of 
$1710 $18 per $1000, 

We may all wish this to be less, but 
it is difficult to see how it can be. Of 
the special articles to call for attention 
this year, undcubtedly those most wor- 
thy of attention deal with reform in 
our fire department expenses. An ap- 
propriation for a fire alarm, with leave 
to sell one of the steamers, would put 
this department into_a more efficient 
condition, with an ultimate lessening 
of expenses, and the sooner such a 
move 18 made the better. The question 
of sewerage is the most vital one before 
our citizens; it must not be allowed to 
drop, even if advance upon it goes on 
slowly.’ The . commissioners’ report 


‘posed of. Good, if we do, and if itis: 


very foolish talk that is. going the,|. 


will be eagerly examined, and we be- 
lieve it will put the matter before our 
voters in such away as to impress upon 


.| them the importance of the question.

General Hincks Succumbs to Wounds Re- 
ceived During the War, 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass, Feb, 15.—General 
Edward W:Hincks* died about 9 o’clock. 
last evening at fiis home here after a long 
énd painful “sickness, resulting from 
wounds received in the war. 

General Hincks was a war horse of the 
fighting type in the dark daya of the re- 
bellion. He was breveted brigadier gen- 
eral of the United States army, and com- 
mended by an act of congress for his 
bravery. ;
